Foothill Freeway Backers 4. ca 4m 
Need Support, Realtors 


If the Foothill Freeway ts to 
be constructed East of San Di- 
mas within the next five years, 
support will have to be given 
to the freeway group pushing 
for early completion. 

Bert Stolpe, President of the 
Freeway Association and for- 
mer publisher of six newspa- 
pera in the Azusa and Glendora 
area, told a packed house at 
the Upland-Ontario Board of 
Realtor’s luncheon in Upland 
Monday, that community sup- 
port was necessary for free- 
way progress, 

The speaker appeared along 
with two officials of the high- 
way department to outline the 
history of the Foothill Free- 
way, showing slides and cit. 
ing statistics and progress 
made, 

Stolpe particularly called ate 
tention to the next vital meet. 
ing March 24 at the Uplander 
Motor Hotel, Upland, of the 
highway commission and other 
interested political persons. 

He strongly urged that local 
individuals attend the meeting 
which will decide on where the 
money ia to come from to build 
the portion through Upland, and 
when. 

Stolpe has been President of 
the Freeway Association since 
its formation, He described 
how Glendora businessmen and 
the Chamber started the group 
to help salve the traffic prob. 
lem in his area,

THE FOOTHILL Freeway 
runs 66 miles from the West 
end of the San Fernando Val. 
ley through San Bernardino to 
Rediands, Half of the mileage 
is in each county. 

The stimated cost is $396 
million, with $258 under the 
Interstate category, which 
means the Federal government 
will contribute funds, and $78 
million not Intersate, 

The interstate portion goes 
to San Dimas and South to 
Puddingstone area to connect 
with the San Bernardino Free- 
way. 

The significance of this is 
that Claremont, Upland, Cuca.
